The strike 
began September 28, 
brought no results to date. 

The men on strike say they will

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W hen Strikes Become Necessary 


Unpleasant, as strikes are, there are times when they be- 
come necessary. It is just such an era we are in right now. The 
reason strikes are necessary at the present time is that prices 
are rising faster than wages and the inevitable result is that the 

workers, whose standard of living is lowered, whenever their 
wages remain stationary, must get higher wages in order to 
maintain their present standard of living. 

This is not some fine-spun theory. It is what history has 
demonstrated again and again. Whenever there is a marked 
and general increase in the prices of necessities then is the time 
strikes become most prevalent. If all employers were fair and 
reasonable and all employes were likewise fair and patient it 
would be possible to avert most of the strikes we have by the 
two parties to employment sitting down at the bargaining table 
together and then and there agreeing to all readjustments on a 
basis acceptable to both sides. 

Many employers and practically all unions are willing to do 
this, but there is a type of employer, whose idea of operating an 
industry is that of the slavedriver and the chiseler combined. 
He refuses to recognize that his employes have any right to 
have a say in regard to the conditions under which they are to 
work. He wants them to deal with him individually, so he can 
fire them the minute they complain over present treatment or 
ask for more than he thinks he can get somebody else to work 
for. 


This type of employer, who is eternally chiseling on labor, 
was never known to refuse to put in his own pocket the in- 
creases resulting from improved business. This is shown by the 
fact that many of our largest industries netted themselves un- 
precedented profit last year on the returning tide of reviving 
business, yet few of them granted increases to their employes 
till they went on strike or were in a mood to strike unless the 
increases were conceded. 


Right now we have just witnessed how the shipowners, 
despite the fact that they are entering a period of what looks 
like unprecedented prosperity for them, have only with the 
greatest reluctance made any advances to their employes and 
what concessions they are now willing to grant have been 
wrung from them by a devasting strike that has blighted the 
entire Pacific coast during the past three months. 
gained before then was mostly won as a result of the general 
strike of 1934 and intensive organization activity since then to 
hold these gains. 

Another example now uppermost in the public eye is the 
strike on against the General Motors Corporation and other 
manufacturers engaged in the production of parts for automo- 
biles. Statisticians have made a careful estimate on the basis 
of last year’s earnings that General Motors could grant every- 
thing their employes are asking for and still make eleven per 


cent profit. Evidently eleven per cent is too small a return, so | 


long as there is any chance of chiseling another additional one 
or two per cent out of their employes by insisting they shall 
continue to work for what they have been getting, or for such 
a small increase that it will not take care of increase in living 
costs. 


Whatever the strikers win in the case of both the maritime | 


workers and the auto workers, will increase the purchasing 
power by just the amount wages may be raised. This will 
benefit the entire country and practically every industry in it. 
The effect of every strike, which results in gains for the work- 
ers, is beneficial to the public at large. This is why every victory 
by organized labor which enlarges the pay envelope also be- 
comes a gain for the public at large.

of themselves and their fellow workers.

When employers go to detective agencies to hire trouble | 


makers to stir np and actually commit violence to make it 
appear the unions on strike are to blame for it they must be in a 
bad way for evidence to prove their case with the public. This 
is what happened in San Francisco a few days ago when such 
a band of hired thugs went out ot precipitate a clash with the 
strikers. They evidently were out to start something. Unfor- 
tunately for them and the shipowners employing them a num- 
ber of the hired detectives landed in jail and it was found that 
seven of them were ex-convicts.

Criminals Hired 


As Strike Guards 


Sensational Admissions Made 
By Metal Trades Association 
Chiefs at Senate Hearing

Officials of the notoriously anti- 
union National Metal Trades asso- 
' ciation admitted at a hearing this 
week before the senate committee 
investigating labor spy and strike- 
breaking racketeers that it employs 
known criminals as guards in labor 
disputes and that its lawyers ad- 
vised members to violate the Wag- 
ner act. 

The association consists of 952 
employers who manufacture tools, 
automobile parts and other metal 
equipment. It furnishes guards, 
scabs and stool pigeons, guns, gas 
and the money necessary to force 
| workers into submission. 


One of its guards, Lawrence 
Pfohman, was convicted on charges 
of robbery, assault to murder and 
operating a confidence game. Pfoh- 
man was sent to Cleveland in a 
machinists’ strike at the Addresso- 

graph-Multigraph corporation. 
Known Criminals Used 

Out of 40 guards sent by the as- 
| sociation to the Black and Decker 
plant at Kent, Ohio, during a ma- 
chinists’ strike last year, 
police records and had been con- 
victed on charges ranging from 
robbery and larceny to rape and 
assault to kill. ;

Union Supports

| Files Brief in Supreme Court 


Scoring Action of the 
Associated Press 


A brief contending that 
enactment of the Wagner labor 


'relations act was a constitu- 


tional exercise of the rights of 
congress was filed in the 
United States supreme court by the | 
commercial telegraphers’ union. 
The union filed the brief as “a 
friend of the court” in connection 
with litigation now pending on the 
initiative of the Associated Press, 
which seeks to have the Wagner 
act held unconstitutional. The As- 


sociated Press appealed the deci- 
sion of the circuit court of ap- 
peals for the second judicial cir- 
cuit upholding the constitutional- 


ity of the act and the action of the 
national labor relations board in| 
finding that the press association 
had discharged Morris Watson, a 
member of the American newspa- 
per guild, for union activities and 
ordering his reinstatement with 


Arthur Markel, a member of the 
executive board of the telegraph- 
union, said the case was of 
great importance to his organiza- 
tion, many of whose members are 
engaged in the traffic department 
of the Associated Press and of 
other press services in the trans- 
mission of news throughout the 
United States. 

ireedom of Press Not Violated | 

Arguing that the labor relations 
act does not violate the first 
amendment to the constitution, 
which prohibits congress from 
making laws “abridging the free- 
dom of speech or of the press,” as 
charged by the Associated Press, 
the commercial telegruphers’ brief 
said: 

“Nowhere is there any require- 
that the Associated Press 
employ anyone who does not have 
the qualifications necessary to 
carry out its news policy. 

“The national labor relations act 
does not limit or restrict the rights 
the Associated Press to employ 
whomever it pleases and at such 
wages and conditions of labor as 
may be agreed upon between it | 
and the employes acting throught 
representatives of their own choice. 

“It is fundamental that no cit- 
izen can claim immunity from | 
laws general in scope, merely be- 
cause that citizen may be engaged 
in the dissemination of news. }
